didacy to state his position on public issues to date, how can be 
meet and return the sort of fire being readied for him after the 
convention? 
There ia, in fact, only one Republican high in public life 
who haa the knowledve and background to do iustice to the 
campaign on the terms towards which it is headed, and that 
is Senator Robert A. Taft.

He knows the issues inside out. knows the causes, knows 
the record, knows the answers, and has the courage to lay them 
fearlessly before the American people. 
Best of all, he already has been tried under fire. He is the 
only man who thrice within recent years took on the hest which 
the White House could muster against him, and emerged 
victorious on all three occasions. 
In the tax reduction veto back in 1947, President Truman 
went on a national hook-up to try to justify his refusal to sign 
this measure. Senator Taft took the air replying to him, and not 
only sold the country as a whole on the tax cuts, hut won more 
Democrats over to his side than followed President Truman, so 
that the rn ca Mi re was repassed overwhelmingly. 
The same thing happened a little later with reference to 
the Taft-Hattley veto, except that here President Truman was 
joined with all the spell-binder labor bosses, and Taft out-de­ 
bated the whole tribe. 
And two years ago. President Truman, the Democratic 
high command, and the labor bosses, all ganged up on Senator 
Taft and set out to "purge" him in Ohio by precisely the same 
sort of campaign now in sight nationally. Taft heat them back 
with the biggest landslide in Ohio history, a majority of 600,000. 
That's what the Republican party needs this year I For the 
"tough" campaign Mr. Truman is preparing, the answer is 
simple. Let's put the Republican Party's future in the hands of 
Fighting Boh Taft I
